ROOSEVELT PROCLAIMS A PLATFORM AT HISTORIC OSAWATOMIE 


Osawatomie, Kas., Aug. 31.—In 


addressing the people gathered here 


today to dedicate as a state., park the 
battleground of. John Brown and his 
little band of free soilers against 
a much superior force of proslavery 


men from Missouri, IE 1854, former 
President Theodore Hoosevelt spoke 


as follows; '

crises 


in our country's history; first when 
It was formed, and then again when 
It was 
perpetuated. '.The 
formative 


period included not merely the Revo- 
lutionary War, but the creation and 
adoption of the constitution and the

-we spread across the continent—years 
of \-ltal growth, but of growth with- 
out rather than growth within. Then 
came- the time of. stress and strain 


..-which culminated In the 
Civil "War, 


"the period of terrible' struggle upon 
the Issue of which depended the justi- 
fication of ail that w.e had done earlier, 
end which marked the second great 
period of, growth 
and 
development

Kansas was the' theater upon •which 
the first act of the second of our great 
national life dramas was played. -It 
was the result of the struggle in Kaa- 
sas which determined that our country 
should be in deed as well as In name 
devoted to both union and freedom, 
that the great experiment . of demo- 
cratic government on a national scale 
should succeed and not fail. It was a 
heroic struggle; and, as is inevitable 
with all such struggles, it had also a 
dark and terrible side. Very 
much 


was done of good, and much also of 
evil; and, as was inevitable In such a 
period of revolution, often the same 
man did both good and evil. . For our 
great good fortune as a nation, we, the 
people of the United States, as a whole 
' can now afford to forget the evil, or 


at least to remember it without bitter- 
ness, and to fix our eyes with pride 
on the good that was accomplished. 
Even In ordinary times, there are very 
few of us who do not see the prob- 
lems of life as through a glass, dark- 
ly; and when the glass- Is clouded by 


its all, 'for to them It owes Its very 
existence.

I do not speak of this struggle ot 


the past merely from 
the historic 


standpoint. Our interest is primarily 
in the application today of the les- 
sons taught by the contest of half a 
century ago.

that day to meet those crises. It is 
halt melancholy and ha.ll amusing to 
see the way in which well-meaning 
people gather to do honor to the men 
who, in- company with John Brown, 
and under the lead of Abraham Lin- 
coln, faced and solved the great prob- 
lems of the nineteenth century,'while 
at the same time these same 
good 


people nervously shrink from or fran- 
tically denounce those -who are trying 
to rneet the problems of the twentieth 
in the spirit which was accountable for 
the successful solution .of the problems 
of Lincoln's time. 


Of-that generation of men, to whom 


we owe so much, • the man to whom 
we owe the moat ia, ot course, Lin- 
coln. Part o£ ottr debt to/ him "Is be- 
cause he forecast our present struggle 
and saw the way out. He laid: 
• . - 


"I hold that while man exists It. Is 


his duty to Improve not only his own 
condition but .to assist in ameliorating 
mankino" 'And again, "La-b'or ia prior 
to and independent of capital;- capital 
is only the fruit of labor, and could 
never have existed but for labor. La- 
bor is the superior o£ capital and de- 
serves much the', higher consideration. 
Capital has its rights . • which are as 
worthy 
of protection 
as any 
other 


rights. ' Nor should this lead to a war 
upon the -owners of property. Prop- 
erty is the fruit of labor;- - property is 
desirable; 
is a positive 
good in the 


world. Let not him who is houseless 
pull down the house of another, but let 
him work- diligently and build one for 
himself, thus by example showing that 
his own shall be safe from violence 
when built."' It seems to me that in 
these words Lincoln took substantially 
the attitude that we ought to take; he 
showed the proper sense of proportion 
in his-relative estimates of capital and 
labor, of.-human rights and property 
rights. Above all, in this speech, as In 
many others, 
he taught 
a. lesson in

The 
citizens of the United States must ef- 
fectively control the mighty commer- 
cial forces which they have themselves 
called into being. 


There can be no effective control of 


corporations while their political ac- 
tivity remains. To put an end to it 
rill be neither a short nor an easy- 
task, but it can be done. 


We must have complete and effect- 


ive publicity of corporation affairs, so 
that the peopWjpay know beyond 
peradventure whether tho 
corpora- 


tions obey the law and whether their 
management entitles them to the con- 


them on an important scale. 


I believe that the officers, and es-- 


peoially the directors, of corporations 
should be held personally responsible 
when any corporation breaks the law.

Combinations in Industry are the 


result of an imperative economic law 
which cannot be repealed by political 
legislation. 
The effort at prohibiting 


all 
combination 
has 
substantially 


failed. 
The way out lies not in at- 


tempting to prevent such combina- 
tions, but in completely controlling 
them in the interest of the public 'wel- 
fare. 
For that purpose the .federal 


bureau of corporations is an agency 
of the first importance. Its power- and 
therefore its efficiency, as well as that 
of the. interstate 
commerce com- 


mission, should be largely increased. 
We have a right to expect from trie 
bureau of corporations and from the 
Interstate, commerce commission .a 
very high, grade of public service. We 
should be as sure of the proper con- 
duct of interstate railways and the 
proper 
management 
of 
Interstate 


business as we are now sure 'of the 
conduct and management of the na- 
tional banks. The Hepburn act, and the 
amendment to that act in. the shape 
in which-it finally passed congress at 
the last session, represent a long step 
in advance; and we must go yet fur- 
ther. 


There is a widespread belief among 


our people that, under the methods 
of making tariffs which have hitherto 
obtained, .tha. special interests are too 
Influential. 
Probably this is true of 


both the big Interests and the little 
interests. These methods have put a 
premium on selfishness, «nd naturally 
the selfish big interests hava gotten 
triore than the selfish small interests.

It Is not eveil enough 
that it should have been gained with- 
out doing damage to the community. 
We should permit it to be gained only 
so long as the gaining represents ben- 
efit to the community. This. I know, 
implies a policy of a fsr more active 
governmental interference with social 
and economical conditions in this coun- 
try than we have yet had. but I think 
we have got to fare the fact that such 
an Increase in governmental control 
is row necessary.

k-ss that dollar has been fairly earned, 


interstate business. 
I do j Every dollar received eboulcl represent 
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used for the benefit of all our people 
and not monopolized for tha benefit 
of the few. That ia one of the funda- 
mental reasons why the special inter- 
ests must be driven out of politics. Of 
all the questions which can come be- 
fore this nation, short of the actual 
'preservation o£ its existence .in a great 
war. there 'is none which compares in 
Importance with the great central task 
of leaving- this land even a better land 
for our descendants than it is for us, 
and training them Into a better 
to inhabit the land and pass it on. 
Conservation is a great moral issue, 
for it involves the patriotic' dut£ of 
insuring the safety and continuance 
of the nation. Let me add that the 
health anfl vitality of our people are 
at least as well worth conserving- as 
their forests, waterj, lands and min- 
erals, and that in this great work the 
national government must bear a mos:

The regular rule 
for 
diabetic or 


gluten bread, as made in some of the 
sanitariums or under the advice of 
physicians, calls for the 
pure gum 


gluten flour which can be found a: 
reliable grocers, or tha shops where 
they make a specialty of health foods. 


Gluten flour is prepared in such a, 


way that most of the atarch of the 
wheat Is excluded. On this account 
it is considered best for persons suf- 
fering from diabetes. In this case the 
batter should be made with flour, wa- 
ter, yeast and salt only. Milk should 
not be used for the wetting, as it con- 
tains sugar. 
For a diabetic person, 


therefore, make bread as follon's:— 
Dissolve a quarter of a yeast cake in 
two tablespnonfuls 
lukewarm 
water

RECIPE FOR INVALIDS. 


How to Make Diabetic Bread. 


The regular rule 
for 
diabetic or 


gluten bread, as made in some of the 
sanitariums or under the advice of 
physicians, calls for the 
pure gum 


gluten flour which can be found at 
reliable grocers, or tha shops where 
they make a specialty of health foods. 


Gluten Sour is prepared in such a 


way that moat of the starch of the 
wheat is excluded. 
On this account 


it is considered best for persons suf- 
fering from diabetes. 
In this case the 


batter should be made with (lour, wa- 
ter, yeast and salt only. 
Milk should 


not be used for the wetting, as it con- 
tains sugar. 
For a diabetic person, 


therefore, make bread as follows:— 
Dissolve a quarter of a yeast cake in 
two tablespnonfuls 
lukewarm 
water 


to make n. cupful in all. Add also a 
heaping teaspoonful 
butte--, 
half 
a 


teaspoonful salt and about two and a 
half cupfuls gluten flour, enough to 
make a stiff batter. When well mixed, 
beat in the white of one egg beaten 
stiff and let rise until light. 
This 


batter may bo set at night, but in 
warm weather it la safer to set early 
in the morning. When light add only 
enough floor to enable you to mould 
the loaves, as they should be soft. Put 
Into greased pans and let rise again 
until light, then bake in a moderate 
oven 
half 
or 
three-quarters of an 


hour. If the bread is not required for 
a diabetic person it may be set and 
made 
like ordinary 
whole 
wheat 


bread, using gluten flour entirely.

Th^y are both 
exactly alike,

purpose, which, in 


both cases is entirly selfish to gain 
power and money for the leaders. 


Certain Labor Trust members do 


not hesitate, to use violence, dynamlt-

dependent men and ox'cn murder to 


bor Trust members on other human 
beings who cannot agree with the trust 
methods.

xble condition of the soil. We think it 
ery advisable to caution your readers 
xbout early sowing of wheat as sug- 
gested by the Agricultural Experiment 
Station of Purdue University as the 
damage caused by the wheat-straw fly 
ast year was the greatest in the his- 
ory of the State and every precaution 
hould be taken against the further 
ncrease of this pest. This cart only be 
done by late sowing or by burning the 
stubble, which is. not advisable, if it 
jun be avoided as everything in the 
vay of straw or other vegetable crops 
should be saved and utilized for the 
ormation of humus In the soil. Late 
seeding Is also desirable in order to 
avoid damage 
from the 
Hessian fly, 


which has also proven destructive to 
early sown wheat.
